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MEDALETS OF THE PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN OF 1852

Saturday morning in Washington was raw and cold. The select 
group of government officials and their ladies, who had been summoned 
to the ^‘President’s House,” were admiring the new decorations which 
had recently replaced those burned by the British army ten years before. 
As the new clock on the mantel struck eleven, into the room strode the 
junior Senator from Tennessee, General Andrew Jackson, and three 
political cronies. Before the drawing room courtesies could be com- 
pleted, an aide announced the entrance of His Excellency, John Monroe, 
President of The United States. Cordial greetings were exchanged, 
whereupon, with measured pomp and ceremony, the President presented 
to the General the gold medal awarded to him by Congress for the 
victory at the battle of New Orleans. After a flurry of applause and 
politely suppressed exclamations from the ladies, the General bowed 
stiffly as he left the room. 

Certainly neither man could have had any thought that this brief 
act, which occurred on March 16, 1824, would give birth to an idea 
which would be perpetuated down through all of the years to 1952. 

The presentation of the medal had been delayed for more than 
nine years after the battle due to Jackson’s tardiness in providing the 
engraver with a suitable portrait. But now, he was one of the several 
announced candidates for the presidency in the approaching election 
and it seemed timely to emphasize his distinction as a military hero. 
Whether it was the politically astute General himself, whether it was 
his colleague. Senator John Eaton, who was then writing a campaign 
biography of Jackson and who accompanied him that morning, or 
whether it was some other resourceful Jackson advocate, will never 
be known. But someone had a novel idea! Soon Jackson men were 
sporting from their lapels small brass discs which were holed and sus- 
pended by ribbons. The discs bore the name and a likeness of the 
General and a reference to his victory at the battle of New Orleans, 
and the custom of propagandizing a political candidate through an article 
of personal adornment had begun. These small medalets, probably struck 
at one of the button factories in Waterbury, were the primal parents 
of a long line of campaign buttons, such as you now see in bloom upon 
the lapels of the partisans of the 1952 presidential aspirants. 

The Campaign of 1852 

Indulgence in political unreality to an unprecedented degree cast a 
withering blight over the presidential campaign of a century ago. Unable 
or unwilling to heed the storm signals of the three previous national 
elections, the managers of both major political parties embarked upon 
the campaign of 1852 in a veritable sea of compromise, contradiction, 
complacency and noncommittalism. 

Congress spent a great part of the year 1850 dealing with legis- 
lation for the establishment of a government for the territory acquired 
from Mexico as a result of the Mexican War. The subject of slavery, 
with its moral, social, political, sectional and economic implications, 
rendered the task a most difficult one. Month after month of debate 
went on until the controversy encompassed most of the contentious and 
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perplexing slavery questions. Likewise, month after month, the ever- 
growing violence and lawlessness in the newly acquired territories made 
imperative the establishment of effective governments. In an effort to 
end the stalemate, Henry Clay, the senescent Senator from Kentucky, 
introduced a series of legislative proposals labelled the “Compromise 
Measures of 1850.” They provided for “free” government for California, 
no slave restriction in Utah or New Mexico, payment of $10,000,000 to 
Texas for her claim to New Mexico, abolition of slave trade in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and forcible return of fugitive slaves to their m’asters. 

The Whig President, Zachary Taylor, had apparently decided to 
conduct his administration on a basis free from pro-slavery influence 
and in opposition to the compromise proposals. However, he died in the 
summer of 1850, and Millard Fillmore became the second “accidental 
president.” As in the case of Harrison, and now Taylor, the Whigs were 
having hard luck with their “Old Generals” after they arrived at the 
White House. As in the case of Tyler, who succeeded Harrison, Fill- 
more departed from the policy of his predecessor, organized a new 
cabinet, advocated passage of, and eventually signed, the Compromise 
Measures to make them the law of the land, to the dismay of many 
members of his party. The Fugitive Slave Law was particularly obnox- 
ious to northern Whigs and resulted in the almost immediate develop- 
ment of party factions committed to its repeal. On the other hand, some 
frictions of the Democratic party were completely dissatisfled with the 
compromise reached on the status of the territorial governments which 
seemed to be balanced against the extension of slave territory. 

Such was the situation when the political parties were called in 
national convention in the summer of 1852. The Democrats met first 
at Baltimore in early June and nominated a ticket of Franklin Pierce 
of New Hampshire and William R. King of Alabama. The party pledged 
to support the Compromise Measures and a great many Democrats, who 
had bolted to support Van Buren in 1848, returned to the fold. 

Before some of the stragglers from the Democratic convention had 
left the taverns of Baltimore, the Whigs began to arrive for their 
national convention. They nominated General Winfield Scott for presi- 
dent and William A. Graham for vice president. Due to pressure from 
the southern Whigs, the platform sanctioned the Compromise Measures. 

Several splinter groups held sporadic meetings but for the most 
part their efforts culminated in the convention of the Free Soil Party 
at Pittsburgh in August. John Parker Hale was nominated for president 
and George W. Julian of Indiana for vice president. Like Pierce, Hale 
was a Bowdoin graduate and a New Hampshire lawyer; unlike Pierce, 
he was an ardent anti-slavery advocate. The platform declared forth- 
rightly that slavery “is a sin against God and a crime against man.” 

The weakness of the Democratic position in attempting to bridge 
over the chasm of slavery by blandly asserting in their platform that 
they were against “all attempts at renewing agitation” about it was 
exposed by the selection of an innocuous compromise whose chief claim 
to the candidacy was based upon the classical “dough-face” creed of 
being a “northern man with southern principles.” The timidity of the 
Whigs in asserting that they “acquiesced” in the Compromise Measures 
as a “settlement in principle and substance of the dangerous and excit- 
ing questions” of slavery was accentuated by their selection of a mili- 
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tary chieftain with no known convictions on any political issue — a 
champion of noncommittalism. 

All in all it was a completely unsatisfactory situation which the 
voters met with skepticism or complete indifference, often with resent- 
ment or sullen acquiescence. Pierce refused to leave his home in Concord 
during the election. The Whigs couldn’t campaign in the North because 
of coolness to their platform. In an effort to put some life into the 
campaign, Scott, ostensibly on an “inspection trip” to an army installa- 
tion in the Middle West, made a series of appearances in Ohio, Kentucky 
and Indiana. As reports of the blundering and comical speeches of 
their candidate filtered back East, the Whig managers shuddered and 
quietly prevailed upon Scott to sit out the remainder of the campaign 
at his army post. When the votes were counted the Whigs had lost all 
but four states and any semblance to a national political party. The 
Democrats had won the remaining twenty-seven states and a short 
reprieve from the catastrophic effect of the slavery issue which was to 
divide them eight years later. 

Partisan political paraphernalia was a drug on the market. The 
week after election, a Hartford merchant advertised for sale medallions 
commemorating the death of Daniel Webster, which had occurred on 
October 24. A footnote added “Pierce and Scott selling at a discount.”

Note A; The dies were cut by Leonard. Original copies were struck in a white 
metal resembling pewter and were holed. Restrikes in silver (2), copper (25) 
and white metal were made around 1860. The white metal restrikes were of 
greater thickness than the originals, were not holed and were struck in proof 
“composition metal.” Occasionally a copy is found in lead. 

Note B: GENERAL. F. PIERCE — Franklin Pierce was born in New Hampshire 
in 1804. After a rather careless career at Bowdoin College, where he was 
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befriended by Nathaniel Hawthorne, he was admitted to the practice of law at 
age twenty-three. He became a member of the State Legislature at twenty- 
nine, while his father was Governor; served in Congress; and was elected a 
United States Senator a few weeks before reaching the constitutional age of 
thirty-five. Resigning when his Senate term had yet a year to run, he returned 
to his law practice in Concord, afterward refused a second election to the 
Senate, refused the governorship and also the attorney-generalship in Polk's 
cabinet. 

When the Democratic National Convention met at Baltimore on June 1, 
1852, the prominent candidates for the presidency were the three elder party 
statesmen: Lewis Cass, James Buchanan and William L. Marcy, and the 
young western Democrat, Stephen A. Douglas. Ostensibly, Pierce was not a 
candidate, after having advised the Democrats of New Hampshire that his 
nomination for the presidency “would be utterly repugnant” to him. But, 
working behind the scenes, his managers knew that a probable convention 
deadlock among the most active candidates would open the door to a dark 
horse. Accordingly, after much maneuvering during three days of balloting, 
Virginia gave its vote to Pierce on the forty-seventh ballot and by the forty- 
ninth ballot it was all over. The country received the unexpected nomination 
of Pierce with as much surprise as when the unknown Polk was sprung upon 
it. Stephen Douglas said, “Hereafter, no private citizen is safe.” Horace 
Greeley wrote that Pierce’s “nomination for president seemed nearly equivalent 
to a resurrection.” Roscoe Conkling jeered: “Gigantic labor and dwarfish 
birth produced a mouse from the mountains of New Hampshire.” And the 
Whigs circulated the story about the stranger who asked a New Hampshire 
tavern-keeper about the nominee and received the reply, “Up here everybody 
knows Frank and where Frank knows everybody, he’s a pretty considerable 
fellow. But come to spread him out over this whole country, I’m afraid he’ll 
be dreadful thin in spots.” 

Note C: UNITED WE STAND, DIVIDED WE FALL - This reverse, used on 
Clay and Dallas campaign pieces of 1844, was most fittingly repeated on this 
Democratic campaign medal of 1852. For it was intended that the compromise 
candidacy of “poor Pierce” would cement critical cracks in the party ranks 
that had caused defeat in 1848. Listen to the party line as pronounced by its 
makers: “I rejoice at the reunion of the party.” (Douglas); “We can never be 
defeated when united.” (Cass); “In union, and in union alone, there is strength.” 
(Buchanan); The candidates “ought to receive, and I am confident will receive, 
the vote of every single-minded Democrat in the country. If my life is spared, 
they shall have mine.” (Van Buren). Gleefully the Democrats chanted - “We 
Polked you in ’44, we’ll Pierce you in ’52!”

Note A: I have not seen this little known piece listed as No. 1159 in the John F. 
McCoy Sale in 1864. It may have been a companion to the Scott piece No. 
1852-18. 

Note B: FRANKLIN PIERCE BRIGADIER GENERAL - Pierce was one of the 
“citizen Brigadiers" appointed by Democrat Polk during the Mexican War in an 
effort to find some sound Democrat “with the interests of the Administration at 
heart" who could offset the popularity of the Whig Generals, Taylor and Scott. 
Pierce served capably under Scott in the advance on Mexico City. But his mili- 
tary service also afforded the Whigs an opportunity for ridicule. In one of the 
Mexican engagements, Pierce had injured his knee when thrown from his horse 
and as a result of the injury had fainted while preparing to assault the enemy 
with his troops. So the Whigs dubbed him the “fainting General." While Scott, 
the Whig candidate, denied any lack of bravery by his adversary, the Whigs 
soon had a song: 


“Two Generals are in the field, 

Frank Pierce and Winfield Scott; 

Some think that Frank's a fighting man, 
And some think he is not. 

'Tis said that when in Mexico 
While leading on his force. 

He took a sudden fainting fit 
And tumbled off his horse!"

Note A: The original pieces were struck in brass with a plain edge and an occa- 
sional original piece is found in copper. In the 1860 period a few pieces in 
silver and fifteen proof sets in copper, brass and white metal were struck from 
the original dies which were then destroyed. The restrikes have a reeded edge. 

Note B: GEN. FRANKLIN PIERCE THE STATESMEN (sic) & SOLDIER - 
Satterlee gave the word in the inscription as STATESMAN, which I believe 
must have been erroneous. I have never seen a copy without the grammatically 
incorrect word STATESMEN, which was also that given by Bushnell. Most of 
the authors of the campaign biographies of Pierce went at considerable length 
to present him as “The Statesman and Soldier." Bartlett said, “As a soldier 
fearless in battle; and as a statesman he ranks with such men as Jackson and 
Van Buren and Polk." And again, “As a statesman and a soldier, his praises 
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have been recorded on every heart in the land." Likewise, the most famous 
biography of the campaign followed the party line. At Pierce’s insistence his 
life-long friend, Nathaniel Hawthorne, produced a “Life of Franklin Pierce" of 
144 pages, which was distributed in paper covers by the Democratic committee 
and was sold in a clothbound edition both in the United States and England. 
Hawthorne’s political effort produced dismay and protest from friends and 
publishers and the post as Consul to England after Pierce’s election.

Note A: Bushnell is authority for the statement that the dies were made by 
F . B. Smith & Hartmann of New York. The usual copy is found in brass. In 
the sale of the John McCoy Collection in 1864 a copy in white metal was listed. 

Note B: THE STATESMAN & SOLDIER — The Whigs met this repeated Demo- 
cratic boast with the claim that the Democrats had thrust aside their logical 
candidates to nominate a man of “vast and various misinformation, brilliant 
disqualifications and prodigious moral requirements." The latter was an allu- 
sion to the Whig campaign charge that the reason for Pierce’s previous retire- 
ment from public life was because he was addicted to alcoholism. They whis- 
pered that it was necessary for his managers at the Convention to assure some 
state delegations that “the delicate matter of his excessive conviviality was 
talked over with him and that he promised to walk circumspectly should he 
become President." One cartoon of the campaign entitled “Social Qualities of 
Our Candidate" depicted Pierce leaning against a tree with an upraised bottle 
in his hand. 

Note C: WILLIAM R. KING OF ALABAMA — The convention nominated Wil- 
liam Rufus King of Alabama for the vice presidency on the second ballot. Hav- 
ing served in Congress and at various government posts abroad. King at the 
time of his nomination was U. S. Senator from Alabama and President of the 
Senate. A prim bachelor with a tall, erect figure, his superb qualities as a cam- 
paigner were lost through ill health. Ravaged by tuberculosis, he was forced 
to seek relief in Cuba before inauguration day. He had the unique distinction 
in American political history of being the only successful candidate for a major 
political office ever to be inaugurated on foreign soil. A special act of Congress 
permitted the U. S. Consul at Havana to administer the oath of office to King. 
He returned to the country in April 1853, but with health so completely shat- 
tered that he died the day after reaching home.

Note A: No inaugural ball was arranged out of respect for recent bereavement 
in the President’s family, but during the afternoon retiring President Fillmore 
gave a reception at the White House for the new President. It is very probable 
that this riband was used for that occasion. 

In January, after election but prior to the inaugural, the Pierces lost their 
remaining child in a railroad wreck while they were en route to their home in 
Concord from a trip to Boston. To the early loss of two children, now was 
added the tragedy of the death of the third and last, a boy of thirteen. Mrs. 
Pierce never quite recovered. Afterward, the railroad was sued on account of 
the death of another passenger and Pierce asked Benjamin F. Butler of Massa- 
chusetts to defend the railroad from the charge of negligence. His reason for 
so doing was to satisfy Mrs. Pierce who believed the derailment of the train 
was an act of God to take away from the President-elect his only child in order 
that he might devote himself entirely to the duties of his office. The railroad 
won the suit through a technicality of evidence.

The white metal restrikes were 
struck on proof flans of “composition metal,” were unholed, and often of double 
thickness. 
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the robber afterward confessed that he saw the medal and knew its value but 
“scorned to rob a man of the reward given by the gratitude of his country for 
distinguished services." 

Note F: MEXICO — The opening of the next war, that with Mexico, found 
Scott in over-all command of the army. To his great discomfiture, he spent the 
early part of the war at a desk in the War Department in Washington while 
other generals were leading the troops. It was during this period that Scott's 
heated differences with the Democratic president and administration caused 
him to coin the clumsy type of phrase that more skilled politicians shun. After 
finally receiving orders to take command of the army in Mexico, Scott learned 
of certain other contemplated changes in the army to be made without his 
sanction, whereupon he wrote and had published in the press a lengthy letter to 
the Secretary of War stating he did not want to place himself in the perilous 
position of having “a fire upon my rear, from Washington, and the fire, in front, 
from the Mexicans.” The Secretary's reply, suggesting that some other general 
be given the command, caused Scott to write another long reply which opened 
with the statement that he had received the Secretary's letter “as I sat down 
to take a hasty plate of soup.” In song, verse and cartoon, Scott was ridiculed in 
the presidential campaign for the use of these and other phrases. The Demo- 
crats howled — “Feathers and Soup and Fuss, They cannot frighten us.” And, 
“He grew up with epaulettes on his shoulders, a canteen on his back and a 
breastplate on his rear.” An anonymous campaign pamphlet of sixteen pages, 
scarcely more than an inch square, heaped more abuse upon the General by 
quoting his “cherished and long remembered words” in a speech at Carrollton, 
Ky., on Oct. 13, 1852 — “My countrymen! I was for the first time in my life 
caught with my breeches down!” 

But the Whigs replied that when Scott took active charge in Mexico, he 
captured Vera Cruz, and after a series of brilliant engagements took Mexico 
City and ended the war.

Note A: Here the obverse of the Scott medalet was muled with the obverse of 
the similar Taylor piece of the 1848 campaign. If the piece was a product of 
the 1852 campaign its purpose was to link the name of Scott with the other 
Whig Mexican War General who had been successful in his race for the presi- 
dency. Probably it was simply a case of indiscriminate muling during the eight- 
een sixties to sell to collectors. Certainly there was no love lost between Scott 
and Taylor. Taylor had never forgotten that Scott succeeded him in command 
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Note B: MAJOR GENL. WINFD. SCOTT - This bust does not do justice to 
Scott. But it is doubtful if any engraver could portray fully the elements of 
pomp, color and vanity that were the real Scott. Six feet, five inches of over- 
powering physique, adorned with the most elaborate and colorful uniforms that 
his mind could conceive, earned for Scott the somewhat affectionate, somewhat 
derisive, sobriquet of “Old Fuss and Feathers." His appearance in parades and 
ceremonies invariably brought forth murmurs of admiration and gasps of 
astonishment from his viewers and even the sullen, defeated Mexicans were so 
awe-inspired when their plumed conqueror entered the square at Mexico City 
on his enormous steed that they applauded him. Quite naturally, these char- 
acteristics also made the now sixty-six year old candidate easy of political ridi- 
cule. The 1852 campaign had not progressed very far before the Democrats 
poked fun at his enormous stature with the assertion that he was so tall his 
brains were unable to rise higher than his epaulettes. And a Southern editor 
must have rankled the proud old hero with the statement that he was a “car- 
buncled-faced old alcoholic." And, a political punster ridiculed the General by 
reading what he termed the “official parade plumage of that vain old cock" 
consisting of “cocked hat, loop, cockade, tassels, yellow swans’ feathers droop- 
ing, black silk stock, shirt, brimstone colored vest, silk undershirt, osnaburgh 
suspenders, blue and brimstone coat, epaulettes, buttons, trowsers, boots, gloves, 
sky-blue sash, sword-knot, belt, plate, spurs, stockings, garters, drawers and 
pocket-handkerchief !" 

Note C: A GALLANT & SKILLFUL HERO - Scott has been called the founder 
of the American professional army. Sneered at for hauling a “five-foot shelf of 
books" on military tactics to the battlefields; hero-worshipped for riding his 
horse for thirty hours through a raging sleet storm to reach a battlefield to 
fight the enemy; ridiculed for writing detailed recipes concerning the proper 
baking of bread and the serving of non-fried foods to the army; censured for 
criticizing his superior officers and fighting duels with them; despaired of for 
practically disrupting the country with a long tempestuous quarrel with an- 
other general over who was entitled to command the army; revered for oft- 
tested patriotism; such an officer was Scott - such a president he would have 
been. Through decade after decade, he fought his country’s battles with intense 
courage and with a scientific skill unknown to his brother officers. 

Note D: CHIPPEWA - Scott entered the army in 1808 and, after serving a 
suspension for one year following a court-martial for criticizing his superior 
officer, he resumed his military career just before the country became involved 
with Britain in the War of 1812. In that year Scott was made a Lieutenant- 
Colonel and sent to the Canadian frontier. In one of the battles that followed, 
he was taken prisoner by the British but was exchanged a few months later. 
In March 1814, at age 27, he was made a Brigadier-General, and the battle of 
Chippewa followed in July with Scott in command of the 1st Brigade. The 
British were defeated largely through Scott’s penchant for vigorously attacking 
superior numbers of the enemy. In 1815, in commemoration of the battle of 
Chippewa, the War Department ordered that thereafter the official uniform 
of the cadets at West Point be of the gray color worn by the 1st Brigade on 
July 5, 1814. During the balloting at the Whig National Convention in 1852, 
many Scott delegates responded with shouted votes for “Old Chippewa." 

Note E: LUNDYS, LANE - On July 25, the battle of Lundy’s Lane followed. 
During what military students have described as one of the greatest series of 
charges in military history, Scott had two horses killed under him and was 
twice severely wounded, and the Americans were able to claim another victory. 
The battle was first known in this country as the battle of Bridgewater; later 
was officially designated by both the British and American authorities as the 
battle of Niagara; in Canada it has been given the name of the battle of 
Lundy’s Lane by which it is most commonly recognized. For the battle of 
Lundy’s Lane, Scott was brevetted a Major General, voted a gold medal by 
Congress, awarded swords by state legislatures, presented honorary degrees by 
colleges, and at the close of the war was offered the appointment of Secretary 
of War, which he declined. During the presidential campaign of 1852, the 
voters were adroitly reminded of the award of the congressional medal. A 
story appeared in campaign biographies and broadsides to the effect that the 
bank in New York where Scott had deposited the medal for safekeeping had 
been robbed but the gold medal was left by the thief. It was proclaimed that 
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candidate whose personal political opinions were impossible to gauge. In 1840 
he had presented himself “sword in hands for the presidency”; in 1844 he had 
been willing to lead the “forlorn hope” of the Whigs; in 1848 he would have 
been “flattered” to run as vice president with Clay leading the ticket; now in 
1852, as the presidential nomination neared the grasp of his willing hands, his 
convictions, if any, on the critical political issues were still buried deeply under 
his bemedalled uniform. 

As the balloting started and proceeded through fifty roll calls, no result was 
in sight. The big blocks of Northern votes were held intact for Scott by the 
Whig advocates of noncommittalism. At one stage during the balloting, the 
Southern leaders agreed to go for Webster if his managers could secure just 40 
more Northern votes and thus insure his nomination. Contemporary reporters 
tell us of the humiliating spectacle of the Webster managers almost tearfully 
going from delegation to delegation in the North begging for just a few votes. 
It was useless. The “Great Expounder — Daniel, the Godlike” had burned his 
bridges so far as the North was concerned when on the seventh of March, with 
his eyes on the presidency, he had endorsed the obnoxious Fugitive Slave Law. 
On the fifty-third ballot Scott was nominated, and after a forlorn fight the 
platform proposed by the Southern delegates containing the death sentence of 
the Whig Party was adopted. The Northern Whigs would “accept the candi- 
date but spit on the platform” and the Southern Whigs accepted the platform 
but not the candidate as it was “the voice of Jacob, but the hand of Esau.” 
Life departed three times from the Whig Party that year. Clay died during 
the summer, his consumptive lungs exhausted by the arduous debates on the 
Compromise. Webster gasped “I still live” as he died before election, amid 
charges of apostasy from his native New England. The Whig Party died at the 
polls, disintegrated by noncommittalism. Scott was lucky to win even four 
states. 

Note D: QUEENSTOWN — In July 1812, when Scott was ordered to the Cana- 
dian frontier, he arrived during the battle at Queenstown Heights. He crossed 
the river and the field was won temporarily under his direction, then lost, aYid 
he and his command were taken prisoners by the British, largely through the 
refusal of volunteer militia of New York State to cross the river into Canada, 
and thus leave American territory to fight. Scott was exchanged in January 
1813 and returned a hero. 

Note E: CHURUBUSCO — One of the strong points on the road to Mexico City 
which troops under Scott stormed and took in August 1847. During the presi- 
dential campaign Scott was referred to affectionately as “Old Churubusco.” 

Note F: CHAPULTEPEC — The key to the approaches of Mexico City was 
Chapultepec, a rocky eminence of some two hundred feet surmounted by a 
fortified stone castle — “the halls of Montezuma.” Against the advice of some of 
his staff, it was stormed and taken on the insistence of Scott, thus forcing the 
capitulation of Mexico City.

of his pet projects as “another of Scott’s novels.’’

Note A: THE HERO OF LUNDYS LANE — (See Note 1852-9E). The presiden- 
tial campaign dragged listlessly through the sweltering hot summer of 1852. In 
an effort to pep up the campaign, Scott’s managers decided to hold a great 
Whig mass meeting at Niagara Falls on July 25, the anniversary of the battle 
of Lundy’s Lane. We are told that special trains brought Scott clubs and 
thousands of visitors to the Falls. Old soldiers who had fought under Scott in 
that battle, together with Mexican War veterans, were brought to the meeting 
as “guests.’’ Scott himself did not attend, as during this era it was considered 
unethical for presidential nominees to attend purely political rallies. Prob- 
ably this piece was struck for this occasion.

Note A: It is difficult to attribute the date of issue of this finely executed piece. 
The engraver, J. F. Thomas, of Newark, N. J., cut dies for 1840 and 1844 cam- 
paign pieces, yet this piece was unknown to Bushnell and Satterlee and all 
copies 1 have seen appear in the metals listed on proof flans suggesting an 
issue later than 1852. The copies in silver were struck on flans of about half 
the thickness of the other metals. It has been stated that only two copies were 
struck in copper nickel. 

Note B: NOMINATED BY THE BALTIMORE CONVENTION 1852 - The 
prominent Whig candidates for the presidency were President Fillmore, Daniel 
Webster and General Scott. But the Whig managers were in a dilemma. If a 
candidate were chosen who was identifled with the Compromise Measures of 
1850, he would be slaughtered in the North, while an opponent of the Compro- 
mise, if selected, would receive no support in the South. The national conven- 
tion was called to order at Baltimore on the 16th of June. On the first day, 
the Southern delegates held a caucus and agreed upon a platform endorsing 
the Compromise Measures embodying the Fugitive Slave Law. Only the candi- 
date who supported this platform would have their support. Fillmore, a “Silver 
Gray’’ or moderate Whig, would suffice as a candidate but he could command 
only meagre support in the North. It was doubtful if Webster, a “Cotton 
Whig,’’ could get sufficient delegate strength from the North to qualify. Scott, 
the “Personification of Glory’’ from a military standpoint, had been a perennial

Note A: This reverse was the reverse of a Van Buren piece attributable to the 
campaign of 1836. It was also used later on a Lincoln piece of the 1860 cam- 
paign.

Note A: Here the obverse of the Scott piece was muled with the obverse of the 
Van Buren campaign piece of 1836. I do not see how it could have been other 
than an indiscriminate muling. Van Buren was not popular enough in the 
South during the latter part of his political career to hope to attract many 
southern votes to Scott in that manner, and the Free Soil Party had a ticket 
of their own in the field. Scott and Van Buren were well acquainted and 
remained friends, with occasional cooling intervals as they differed in politics, 
to the close of their lives. In fact. Van Buren so admired Scott that he named 
one of his children (who died in infancy) Winfield Scott Van Buren. Scott 
considered this “the first great compliment bestowed upon me from a high 
quarter.”

Note A: The reverse has two small clasps — undoubtedly the remains of some 
type of a fastening device. My piece has been crudely holed which, obviously, 
was done at a later date. I know of no other such piece or the purpose for 
which it was intended. The bust is not that of the aged Scott of Civil War 
times, but of the younger man of the election period. This plus the patent date 
of 1851 leads me to the conclusion that it was a campaign piece. The engraver 
was H. W. Hayden. 
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Note A: This piece is known only in white metal. It probably represents the 
original obverse and reverse for use in the 1852 campaign. The obverse was 
subsequently muled with a number of reverses. In addition to those political 
pieces listed hereafter, the following have been reported: 

(A) The obverse of the token commemorating the “Atlantic Telegraph 
successfully laid 5TH of August, 1858.” 

(B) The reverse of the same Atlantic Telegraph token depicting Jona- 
than and John Bull with hands stretched across the sea. 

(C) The obverse of a common token in the 1860 period bearing a boy 
and a dog. 

Note B: VERA CRUZ — It was Scott who mapped out the campaign to take 
Mexico City by first landing troops and taking the city of Vera Cruz. The city 
capitulated on March 26, 1847 after troops under Scott's command had laid 
siege to it. 

Note C: CERRO GORDO — A mountain pass on the road to Mexico City taken 
by troops under Scott after defeating a numerically superior Mexican Army. 

Note D: CONTRERAS - Scene of another battle on the road to Mexico City 
captured by troops under Scott. 

Note E: CITY OF MEXICO — On the fourteenth of September 1847 Scott and 
his troops entered Mexico City and occupied the national palace. Many cam- 
paign lithographs and biographies depicted Scott astride his huge horse, with 
his ornate uniform and plumed headpiece, leading his troops into the Grand 
Plaza.

Note A: This piece may not have been issued for the 1852 campaign. The 
reverse appears on a Lincoln piece of the 1860 campaign for which purpose it 
may have been originally intended. 

Note B: UNITED WE STAND DIVIDED WE FALL — had no significance so 
far as the Whigs were concerned in 1852. They were not united but divided 
and they fell. 
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silver, copper, brass and white metal. Probably only a very few pieces were 
restruck in silver. 

Note B: SCOTT WOUNDED LUNDY’S LANE — Scott received two severe 
wounds at Lundy’s Lane. The first was due to a ricocheting cannon ball strik- 
ing him a glancing blow in the ribs which caused severe contusions. The second 
came a short while later when he was struck in the left shoulder by a one- 
ounce ball which shattered the bone and knocked him to the ground. The 
shoulder wound was critical and resulted in a partially disabled left arm for 
the remainder of his life. On the reverse, the engraver correctly depicted the 
wounded General upon the ground, with his left arm being attended by a sur- 
geon, assisted by a soldier. The distressful scene is viewed by General Jessup 
with whom Scott had been talking when struck by the bullet.

Note A: There is considerable doubt that this medalet was issued as early as 
the presidential campaign. The dies were made by Robert Lovett, Jr., who 
probably had not moved from New York to Philadelphia as early as 1852. The 
piece was unknown to Bushnell and Satterlee at the time of publication of their 
lists and did not appear in the sale catalogues until later in the eighteen 
sixties. Also, the fact that it was struck in the four metals is suggestive of a 
date of issue later than 1852. 

Note B: SCOTT LEGION OF PHILADELPHIA — This was probably the name 
of a political group organized in 1850 to further Scott as a candidate for 
President. Scott had long been popular in party circles in Pennsylvania. As 
early as 1842, he had been endorsed for the presidency by the Pennsylvania 
Whig State Convention. While the Whigs had lost the state elections in 1851 
and 1852, the huge Pennsylvania delegation to the Whig National Convention 
did not waver in its support of Scott from the first ballot through to the last.

Note A: The dies for this piece were probably cut in Waterbury, Conn. 

Note B: FIRST IN WAR FIRST IN PEACE - The application to Scott of this 
diminutive of the well-known phrase referring to Washington probably had its 
origin in the campaign biographies of Scott. There it was emphasized that not 
only had he fought in three wars but also had three times “interfered to pre- 
serve peace.” The latter probably having reference to his activities in conclud- 
ing a treaty with the Indians in the Black Hawk war, his quieting of the nulli- 
fication demands in Charleston in 1832 without bloodshed, and the Cherokee 
removal in 1838. 

Note C: SCOTT & GRAHAM — The Whig convention nominated William A. 
Graham of North Carolina, a southern Whig, for vice president. A former 
U. S. Senator and Governor, he was serving in Fillmore’s cabinet as Secretary 
of the Navy when he received the nomination. It was he who projected and 
carried out Commodore Perry’s expedition to Japan while serving as Naval 
Secretary.

Note A: This was probably the most finely executed piece of the series. Bush- 
nell listed a copy in copper, while Satterlee omitted any reference to metal. 
Most original copies are found in brass, and proof restrikes are also found in 
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Note A: This ornate silk riband was of the type very popular in this period. 
The workmanship was excellent. 

Note B: THE HERO OF MANY BATTLES — This boast of the Whigs was 
repeated on broadsides, in song and pamphlet, and often with the characteriza- 
tion of Pierce as “the hero of many a well fought bottle.” The Democrats 
replied with detraction and personal abuse as election day drew near. Scott, 
they complained, “talked of nothing but campaigns and battles and old 
soldiers.” Democratic statisticians figured out that the total pay drawn by 
Scott during his forty-four years of army service was more than $350,000 
which he was “fed from the Treasury” and like Oliver Twist was “always 
asking for more.” 
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Congress authorized the First Issue of Legal Tender Notes by the 
Act of Feb. 25, 1862 which provided for the replacement of Demand 
Notes, which were received and cancelled by the Treasury. The new 
notes were dated March 10, 1862 in denominations of $5, $10, $20, $50, 
$100, $500 & $1000 with an ‘"obligation” on the reverse. The first obli- 
gation states that the notes are exchangeable for U.S. six per cent twenty 
year bonds, etc. while the second obligation states: receivable for all 
loans made to the U.S., etc. The latter notes are more rare than the 
first obligation items. 

Congress, by Act of July 11, 1862, authorized the issuance of the 
first one and two dollar Legal Tender notes (dated August 1, 1862) and 
by the Act of March 3, 1863 another issue (dated March 10, 1863), 
second obligation, $1-$1000 denominations, appeared. 

In 1869 a further issue of Legal Tender notes by the same Congres- 
sional Act of March 3, 1863, with new and different designs and silk 
fibre paper, appeared in denominations, $1-$10000, followed by the series 
of 1874-5-8, 1880, 1901 (Buffalo), 1907, 1917 and 1923. 

Congress, by Act of July 14, 1890, authorized the issuance of 
Treasury or Coin notes to pay for silver bullion. These notes are very 
fine examples of the Art of Engraving & Printing and bore the portraits 
of former great generals and statesmen in denominations as heretofore: 
$1-$1000. ($500 note authorized but not issued.) 

Gold Certificates, issued by various Acts of Congress, were all 
called in by the Treasury Department a few years ago and some ques- 
tion as to the legality of collectors having Gold Certificates, having been 
raised, my comment is that legislation might be passed whereby it 
would be proper for a numismatist to have in his possession Gold Cer- 
tificates after same had been registered at Washington. 

Congress, by Act of February 28, 1878, authorized the issuance 
of Silver Certificates for silver deposited, being countersigned by the 
Assistant Treasurer or a subordinate: Washington certificates by A. U. 
Wyman; New York certificates by J. C. Hopper or Thos. Hillhouse, and 
by R. M. Anthony, San Francisco (1878 Series, $10-$1000). The Second 
Issue of Silver Certificates (Act of Congress, August 4, 1886) were in 
three series: 1886, $l-$20; 1891, $1-$100; 1908, $10. The Third Issue: 
1896, Educational, $1, $2, $5. The Fourth Issue: 1899, $1, $2, $5. The 
Fifth Issue: 1923, $1, $5. 

Congress, by Acts of February 25, 1863 and June 3, 1864, authorized 
National Bank Notes (First Charter Period), $1-$1000, which are 
believed by collectors to be the most beautiful paper currency ever 
issued by this or any other Nation; the reverses showing historical 
scenes and the State Arms in an oval as well as the American Eagle. The 
Second Charter Period Notes were issued in 1882 with brown backs 
(charter number in center; American Eagle at right and State Seal at 
left). Then green back notes with “1882-1908” at center followed by the 
$5, $10 and $20 notes with the denomination spelled out on the reverse. 
Act of Congress, May 30, 1908. The Third Charter Period notes appeared 
with “1902-1908” in the center of the reverse and also with plain back 
(no numerals). 

An interesting phase of “Collecting Nationals” is trying to assemble 
as many State Arms as possible, some of which are rather scarce and 
hard to obtain in fine condition. 
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Note C: LET US DIE ARMS IN HAND, OUR COUNTRY DEMANDS THE 
SACRIFICE — Scott was reported to have uttered these words at the battle 
of Queenstown before being forced to surrender. 

Note D: VERA CRUZ — The battle scene was undoubtedly intended to repre- 
sent the landing at Vera Cruz.

Note A: As the inscription indicates, this was the riband badge worn by the 
Scott and Graham Club of Lockport, New York on the occasion of the Whig 
celebration at Niagara Falls on the anniversary of the battle of Lundy's Lane. 
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UNITED STATES PAPER MONEY, 1861-1923 

By DR. FRANK A. LIMPERT, A.N.A. #12037, Royal Oak, Michigan 

The historical and educational value derived from the collecting and 
incidental study of U.S. Paper Currency, Old Series surpasses the ad- 
vantages usually attributed to other hobbies by renewing and increasing 
one’s knowledge of finance, diplomacy and politics of yesteryears. The 
great accomplishments of the persons shown on the old large-size notes 
and Postage and Fractional Currency of the United States for the bet- 
terment and advancement* of all mankind are generally beyond our 
comprehension until we stop and think awhile about Washington, 
Jefferson and Lincoln. Portraits of Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, Meade, 
Morse, Marcy, Madison, Monroe, McKinley, to mention only a few 
names, are shown as well as a number of patriots and statesmen. A 
collector cannot help becoming better informed about the early history 
of our country when one knows something about the persons and scenes 
depicted on the various notes. 

Congress authorized the First Issue of U.S. paper currency by the 
Acts of July 17 and August 5, 1861 for purposes of obtaining funds 
to meet the rather unexpected expenses of the Civil War, in the amount 
of fifty million dollars (Act of Feb. 12, 1862 authorized ten million 
more). The denominations were five, ten and twenty dollar “Demand 
Notes” payable at New York, Boston, Philadelphia, St. Louis and Cin- 
cinnati; all these notes are very rare, especially the $20 which is non- 
extant on the two cities last mentioned. 
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UNITED STATES CITIES NUMISMATICALLY SPEAKING 

By ARNOLD THORSON, A.N.A. 18825, Aberdeen, S. Dak. 

A numismatic survey of the one hundred twenty-five largest cities 
in the United States, based on the latest available figures of the 1950 
Census, has disclosed several facts, some of which are unpleasant. 

The Historian of the American Numismatic Association wrote, a 
decade ago, “Massachusetts, the cradle of advanced numismatics in 
America, who gave us Crosby and other noted recorders, also gave us 
Parmalee, Stickney and others whose collections have been a goal for 
followers.”^ Today, however, Massachusetts cannot claim the numis- 
matic spotlight. Ironically, as evidenced by their present A.N.A. mem- 
bership, four of the half-dozen cities least interested in numismatics 
— are within the confines of the borders of Massachusetts ! In fact, 
leading the parade are two rather large cities, neither of which can 
boast one A.N.A. member! Perhaps, in the future the A.N.A. may 
advertise to some degree the benefits of A.N.A. membership to numis- 
matists of those cities. Surely among 200,000 individuals beat the hearts 
of several collectors! 

It is also noted that New Orleans, Louisiana, San Antonio and Fort 
Worth, Texas — have a combined A.N.A. membership total of only 
forty- three members. 

Of interest, too, is the fact that Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, city of 
the first United States mint, incorporated earlier than the cities of 
Denver and San Francisco, has a numismatic ratio less than those of 
the branch mint cities. 

It is obvious that the growth of the A.N.A. cannot be expected to 
rest totally upon recruiters in the remote and isolated areas. Upon 
the larger cities must be concentrated recruiting drives. Many members 
are not promoting numismatics for the benefit of the A.N.A.; they 
promote numismatics solely for the benefit of their Corporate Club. That 
only a few cities have appreciably increased their A.N.A. membership 
totals since 1948 is also indicated.

Postage Currency, issued Aug. 21, 1862-May 27, 1863 as an emer- 
gency measure to surmount the scarcity of minor coins, has many 
so-called rarities that are of interest. Entire sheets of all denominations 
(5c, 10c, 25c, 50c) have been quite rare in unperforated condition. 
However just recently a collector unearthed complete sheets of the above, 
fully perforated, which had been set aside by his father over eighty 
years ago. The only complete perforated sheets in existence, I believe. 

Fractional Currency, issued Oct. 10, 1863-Feb. 15, 1876, at first for 
the purpose of retiring Postage Currency and continued until minor coins 
could be minted again, offers quite a field for the collector with its 
inverted back items and '‘1” and ‘‘a” marks of some of the notes; also 
autographed or engraved signatures, different ' Treasury Seals, etc. I 
can recommend that the seeking and study involved in order to make 
a collection of United States Paper Money holds hours of pleasant 
occupation and relaxation from the perplexities of every day life. On 
the large bills, the study of signature combinations is worth-while and 
one will find that Allison-Wyman were in office less than a year together 
and this signature combination is quite rare; Rosecrans, as Registrar, 
was in office with five Treasurers: Jordan, Hyatt, Huston, Nebeker, 
Morgan. Strangely just two weeks less than two years with the first 
three mentioned and two years and five weeks with Mr. Nebeker and 
but eighteen days with Mr. Morgan. 

Blanche Kelso Bruce was appointed U. S. Register of the Treasury 
by President Garfield on May 19, 1881, being the first man of the Negro 
race to hold that position. He was born a slave in Virginia, March 1, 
1841; after emancipation he worked in a printing office and attended 
Oberlin (Ohio) College in 1866. On December 22, 1897, he was appointed 
by President McKinley for a second term, but died not long thereafter, 
March 17, 1898. 

Data has been turned in that Wm. T. Vernon, Kansas and Jas. C. 
Napier, Tennessee, who followed Bruce in office, were of the same race. 

The Lyons-Roberts combination is rarest on the COIN NOTES 
though in office together over seven years. Napier-Thompson is one of 
the rarest signature combinations (in office together a little over four 
months) and the Woods- White combination was only for seven months, 
and unusually scarce. 

The Treasury Seal appears in eleven varieties, some of which are 
rarely seen and quite interesting to know about. Some of the early 
notes had '‘blue ends,” silk fibers in the paper, etc. which interests the 
observant collector. It is true that one learns constantly more and more 
about our former paper money as time elapses and one devotes a little 
spare time to this branch of Numisniatics. We realize the great amount 
of time and effort expended, not only to produce the notes themselves, 
but the Work of Statesmen and others for the United States of America, 
the result of which has made us the best and richest Nation in the world.

was the fact that they were associated with the mysterious ocean, and 
that the beauty of the shells appealed to them. The author has col- 
lected sea shells in semitropical islands, and never could resist picking 
up the shining cowrie shells. 

When used as a currency in the interior of Africa, the backs were 
usually either perforated or the oval back of the shell ground down 
to facilitate stringing. The shells were frequently strung on fiber 
cords, but they also passed singly. Cowries were in circulation in 
Africa as early as the 11th Century, when the Europeans arrived,i2 
and doubtless they had been used for many hundreds of years prior 
to that as ornament, in barter, and as a primitive currency. In 1353, 
when travelers visited Gao on the Nile, cowrie currency was encoun- 
teredi3 and it was also found in the Congo in 1666.14 

In later years cowries were noted by travelers on the west coast of 
Africa and between the years 1850 and 1878 one firm shipped 27,000 
tons of these shells from Zanzibar to the West Coast. They were 
used in Dahoney where, in the early twenties, 50 cowries constituted 
one string, 50 strings one head, and 4 heads equalled a dollar.i^ In 
Uganda very small Maidive Island cowries served as a media of 
exchangei'^ and were in circulation many years before the arrival of 
the Arabs.18 After March 31, 1901, the Government refused to accept 
cowries in payment of taxes in Uganda and when it was found in 
July, 1901, that canoe loads of these shells were being brought in from 
German East Africa, all further importations were prohibited and the 
Government’s large stock of cowries, valued at £7,692, were burned 
for lime.19 The Uganda currency cowries were pierced and threaded 
on strings of 100 each, and at one time 2,500 cowries would buy a cow.20 

The cowrie currency was used in the Congo,2i and probably can still 
be found in circulation in remote sections where European money is 
scarce, in Nigeria,22 and in East Africa,23 where the local annalus 
competed with the Indian monetaJ^^ 

The value of the cowries fiuctuated so greatly from time to time 
and from place to place that little would be gained by attempting a 
detailed recitation of the various values. Naturally as more cowries 
were brought into a certain area, the value of the cowries decreased. In 
the very early days two cowries would purchase a woman in Uganda, 
but when the supply of the shell currency increased in 1911, it required 
2,000 to purchase a cow. Cowries were used for ‘‘bride-price” as well 
as for other purposes. 

The cowrie currency was more generally used in Africa, and over 
a longer period of time, than any other primitive currency. As late as

CHAPTER II 

COWRIES AND OTHER SHELL CURRENCIES 
Cowries 

Because of their general use as money in Africa more has been 
written about cowrie shell currency than about any other type of 
African primitive money. These small, highly polished sea shells may 
have been the world’s oldest moneys and they were used as currency 
in ancient China, India, Europe, and many other islands and countries. 
They were probably the first media of exchange in Africa,^ and doubt- 
less will be the last to be entirely displaced by European currency. 
Because these shells are attractive, durable, difficult to counterfeit, 
and easily counted and handled, they have constituted a good substitute 
for metallic currency. 

Although there are over two hundred species of cowries,^ the 
kinds used in Africa were primarily the white and yellow Cypraea 
moneta, imported from the Maidive Islands, and the bluish white 
Cypraea annulus found on the coasts of Africa, although some moneta 
were also found locally In some areas the rarer, large cowrie shells 
were highly valued, but the real “money cowries” were those about an 
inch and less in length. The sizes of these small shells were not uniform 
but this does not appear to have affected their value. They were used 
for ornament as well as for currency, and also were utilized as game 
counters,^ for sending code messages,® and as a favorite charm by 
native medicinemen.'^ 

Many writers have attributed a certain pallic characteristic to 
explain the popularity of cowries among primitive peoples, pointing out 
that the bottom of the shell resembles the vulva,® but other authorities 
disagree with this theory.^ Regardless of the merit of the pallic theory, 
the shells were believed to aid fertility in some sections of Africa and 
the women of the Ovembunde desiring children wore a cord bearing a 
cowrie or two around their neck.i® Also, one prenatal custom among 
the Edo-speaking people of Nigeria was for a woman who first found 
she was pregnant to tie a cowrie shell around her waist.^^ It may 
well be that the attraction which these shells had for the inland natives

TRADE DOLLARS OF 1884 and 1885 

By WALTER H. BREEN, Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore, Md. 

A letter in the “Notes and Queries'* section of the May Numismatist 
points out that Charles Steigerwalt advertised 1884 Trade Dollars in 
proof at $2.50 in two issues of his Coin Journal, May- July and September 
1884, and suggests that he actually might have obtained and sold speci- 
mens in the year of issue, as against the usual story that the 1884 and 
1885 Trades were not known until around 1908. 

I have no doubt that Steigerwalt did advertise 1884 Trades in that 
year in his house organ, but I also have no doubt that this Lancaster 
dealer was advertising them in anticipation of receiving a shipment of 
them from the Philadelphia Mint which did not arrive. It is entirely 
possible that some acute reader of the Mint Director’s Reports for the 
period may disagree with me on this, citing the following figures:

reports for 1878-84, is as follows: Calendar year coinage for any single 
year is, naturally, the sum of the figures given for Jan.- June and July- 
Dee. Thus the figure 1541 for 1879 is the sum of 642 struck in the 
first half plus the 899 struck in the second half. Similarly, the fiscal 
year coinage, say for 1879/80, is the sum of the 899 struck in the 
second half of 1879 and the 1574 struck in the first half of 1880, making 
the reported figure of 2473. Now our acute reader might look at the 
figure of 252 known to have been struck in the last six months of 1883 
and the total of 264 given for the fiscal year 1884, and say that this 
means that twelve specimens must have been struck in the first half 
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the twenties cowries were still in circulation in Senegal, where between 
3,000 and 12,000 were equal to five francs,25 in and near Timbuktu,^^ 
and in remote parts of East Africa,27 where they were threaded in 
thousands and a string was only worth a rupee. 

Other Shell Currencies 

The shell of the land snail, Achatina monetaria, was cut into circles 
with an open center and used as currency in Benguilla, Portuguese 
West Africa.28 Other tribes, including the Warega, Wazimba and 
Warundi, used strings of snail shells as currency, the men breaking the 
shells and stringing them into necklaces and trading strings, the latter 
of which were measured from the big toe to the heel. Ten strings were 
worth a fixed length of calico.29 Shell strings were also used as currency 
among some tribes of the Upper Nile, Uganda and East Africa.^o 

The small Olivella nana shells, called simbos, were imported from 
the coast of Angola and used as a medium of exchange in parts of the 
Belgian Congo.^i Cone shells were greatly valued in some areas32 
and at one time two would buy a slave and five were worth an ivory 
tusk or 10 lbs. The Bubi of Fernando Po, Guinea Bay, cut discs from 
the Achatectonia shell and from the Conus papilionoceus which were 
strung and used for currency. A string of these shells was worth ten 
yams or one chicken, but by the early twenties their purchasing power 
had declined to about half.^s 

Shell discs currencies made of fresh water oysters and snail shells 
also served as a media of exchange in the Belgian Congo.34

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I incline to the belief that the then (1884) Mint Superintendent 
must have connived in the manufacture of these pieces, especially on 
the basis of the story connected with one of the copper specimens. One 
A. M. Smith, the publisher (and probably author) of several guidebooks 
to the Philadelphia Mint which came out in the 1880’s, had his collec- 
tion sold by M. H. Bolender nearly twenty years ago. The Bolender sale 
of February 8, 1936, which contained the Smith coins, included a proof 
set of 1884 including the Trade Dollar, and every piece was struck 
in copper. This copper set was there said to have been obtained from 
the Mint Superintendent in 1884.*^ If the story is true, and I do not 
see any reason to disbelieve it, then at least the copper examples were 
obviously known to the Superintendent at the time, and he must have 
obtained them from the Coiner and had full knowledge of their striking. 
Connivance is indicated in this case because the dies were not mentioned 
in either the Coiner’s report of dies to the Superintendent or in the 
die accounts transmitted from the Superintendent to the Director at 
Washington for inclusion in the annual reports. There is no record 
whatever of a silver specimen before 1908, and there WERE some denials 
before then. The record can be read in Frossard’s Numisma, E. Mason’s 
and Scott’s journals of the 1880’s — one dealer, if I recall aright, offered 
quite a considerable sum for the chance to buy or even see a Trade 
Dollar of 1884 or 1885. The hoard of silver Trades was discovered by 
J. W. Haseltine in 1908, and I believe that the story appeared in the 
Numismatist of 1908, or more likely 1909. These details are of less 
importance than the fact that the 1884-5 pieces were not included in 
the proof sets of the years or otherwise publicly sold at the time, nor 
included in any official records whatever from 1884 to date. They were 
probably reserved for the close personal friends of the Coiner and Super- 
intendent, or may have been held for private sale by the Coiner to the 
person with tastes like Col. Green’s and a comparable amount of cash. 
In any event, these pieces have approximately the same status as the 
1913 Liberty Head nickels.

This, however, 
is not the answer at all. The proof lies in the fact that the 1883 fiscal 
year total is incorrect. The 285 struck in the last half of 1882 and the 
727 made in the first six months of 1883 do not add up to the reported 
1000, but to 1012, and the remaining twelve (which are independently 
known to be those struck in June 1883) were, presumably because either 
unsold or perhaps unready for delivery, released later in 1883, after 
the fiscal year report was made up. 



1885 Trade Dollar 


It is very easy to prove that the 1884 and 1885 Trade Dollars were 
a result of private enterprise or chicanery in the Coiner’s Department, 
and could not have been offered publicly for sale through the Medal 
Department in those years. The relevant facts are these: In none of 
the Director’s Reports of the period are Trade Dollar dies for 1884 or 
1885 enumerated, though dies for all other denominations are, even 
though incompletely. In the surviving die accounts prepared in the 
Coiner’s Department and submitted to the Philadelphia Mint’s Superin- 
tendent, no mention is made of either obverses or reverses for proof 
dies of Trade Dollars for 1884 or 1885. (These accounts remain in the 
National Archives,^ as do the others I am going to mention below.) 
Neither is there any mention of proof Trade Dollars struck in 1884 or 
1885 in the weekly, monthly or quarterly accounts signed by the Chief 
Coiner. The Coiner’s Department had charge of all working dies and 
hubs, and since the introduction of certain mechanical improvements^ 
into the Mint by Gobrecht and Franklin Peale, all manufacture of work- 
ing-dies for each year (unless a change of type was to be made) rested 
entirely on the Coiner and his assistants, not on the Engraving Depart- 
ment. Therefore, the responsibility for the 1884 and 1885 Trade Dollar 
dies, whether legal or not, rested with the Coiner. If the manufacture of 
these dies had been entirely legal and aboveboard, they would certainly 
have appeared in the above mentioned reports and accounts, just as the 
proof dies of Trade Dollars for 1879-83 did. Since they did not so appear, 
I conclude that the dies were either private enterprise in the Depart- 
ment or else were made by chicanery with the connivance of the Super- 
intendent, of course without the knowledge of the Director of the Mint 
Service in Washington. And, a fortiori, the striking of the silver and 
copper specimens of the 1884-5 Trade Dollars must have been equally 
underhanded.

An entirely separate story can be written concerning the friend- 
ships formed as a result of this affair and the continuing benefits of 
numismatic exchange, conversational, educational, and real. 

In this category it would be interesting to note that we have filled 
a long vacant slot in our walking liberty half dollar series. A retired 
French soldier, now residing in Morocco on a pension, having soldiered 
in numerous campaigns, is an ardent collector of coins and medals (as 
well as guns, swords, shields, helmets etc.). We traded his unc. 1919-s 
Half Dollar for two new Franklin halves. He is acquiring, thru us, a 
very fine US type set and we are augmenting our Moroccan type set 
as well as Indo China’s and other French protectorates. 

American National Coin Week in Casablanca was a huge success 
as far as we are concerned and should it be necessary for us to remain 
here another year we most certainly shall participate with a bigger 
and better display. The arduous task of classification and preparation, 
the trepidation and fear of loss, the other factors involved in window 
display are far outweighed by the lasting joy and pleasure which results. 


CANADIAN NUMISMATIC BRIEFS 

BY MAJOR SHELDON S. CARROLL, OTTAWA, CANADA 

Canadian 1952 Coins 

All denominations, from Ic to $1, bearing the likeness of the late King 
George VI, are being struck at the Royal Canadian Mint. The best informa- 
tion available at the present time indicates that these coins will continue to 
be struck until the end of this year. Uncirculated coins, including uncirculated 
sets, can be obtained in the usual manner from the Ottawa Agent, Bank of 
Canada, Ottawa, Ont. There is no limit on the number of complete sets or the 
quantity of any particular denomination that may be ordered by an individual. 
The only charge, over and above face value, is for first class postage and 
registration. Collectors, who have not ordered uncirculated sets from the 
Bank of Canada recently, will be interested to learn that the coins are now 
fitted into holes in a sheet of cardboard and the whole slipped into a cello- 
phane envelope. 
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As a means of displaying one’s collection in commemoration of 
National Coin Week this non window, open front bazaar on a narrow 
crooked street leaves a little to be desired and thus one seeks out 
the modern portion of Casablanca. 

Here one sees the most modern of establishments, on proper streets, 
well appointed and well lighted as well as well protected. Here in ultra 
modern techniques one sees a single manikin wearing the very latest 
from Paris or an extremely desirable Scotch Tweed tailored in London, 
Porcelains from Persia or Limoges, cutlery from Damascus and other 
of the latest items available on the World market. 



Winner of First Place for Individual Participation was Peter B. Payne, sta- 
tioned with armed forces in Casablanca. His attr^tive display appeared in the 
window of a local jewelry store and attracted wide attention. 


Here we selected the most dignified jeweler, located on the busiest 
triangle of the best part of town. Negotiations for use of a window 
for our exhibit were conducted in our very best University French, 
(one year only) 

Many conferences were required and finally, permission having been 
granted by the Board of Directors, every detail of the exhibit was care- 
fully covered in intimate conversations with the store manager. All 
stipulations had to be met exactly; the hour of bringing the material 
to the store and the hour of removal; the nature of the exhibit and the 
sizes of placards and other descriptive material; the color of the velvet 
with which our boards were covered and the repetition of all placards 
in French. Every detail was arranged beforehand and eventually our 
exhibition became an accomplished fact. The jeweler purchased an 
advertisement in the only English Language newspaper and repeated 
with another on the last day of the display. The American Edition of 
the Maroc Presse ran a story announcing the affair and an interview 
with the displayee after it was completed. 

Veiled Fatimas and Turbanned Arabs mingled with the elite of 
France, Spain, Italy and the U.S.A. to crowd one another from vantage 
points along the window front. It was the first time in the Two Thousand 
Year history of Casablanca that such a display had been made, and 
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An interesting point concerning the One Dollar in Trade token, mentioned 
above, is that it uses an abbreviation, namely “H.B.Co.”, which is never used 
today by the Company. If it is necessary to use an abbreviation, the preferred 
form is This historic old corporation is not a “company” in the normal 

commercial meaning of the word but as its charter states a “Company of 
Gentlemen Adventurers, trading into Hudson’s Bay”. 

British Columbia 186 !^ Gold Coins 

Albert Kuner is one of several links joining American and Canadian 
numismatics, as he engraved dies for both United States and Canadian (British 
Columbia) gold coins. The article in the May, 1952 issue of The Numismatist 
contains one statement which is not completely accurate. After mentioning 
that Kuner struck a few trial-pieces in silver, it is stated that: “The existence 
of these trial-pieces seems to have been unknown until recently, following the 
investigations of the author in California.” The existence of these silver trial- 
pieces has been known for quite some time, at least it was known twenty-six 
years ago when R. L. Reid, K.C. wrote his book, “The Assay .Office and the 
Proposed Mint at New Westminster”, published by the Archives of British 
Columbia in 1926. On page 87 of his book, Mr. Reid states: “Besides the gold 
pieces there were a number of silver trial pieces struck from the dies. Those 
sent up with the dies from San Francisco were taken possession of by Douglas, 
much to Cosset’s disgust, and forwarded to the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies in 1862.” The Douglas referred to was Sir James Douglas, the 
Governor, and Cosset was Capt. William D. Cosset, the Treasurer of the 
Colony of British Columbia. Mr. Reid then went on to trace the history of 
several other sets of these silver pieces concerning which he had been able 
to obtain information. Some of these pieces have passed through the hands 
of such famous numismatic dealers as Spink & Son, A. H. Baldwin and B. 
Max Mehl. Some of the greatest collections of the past have contained 
specimens, for example: the Waldo Newcomer, the W.W.C. Wilson and the 
Virgil Brand collections. 


RESOLUTION 

Submii’ted by the Cedar Rapids (Iowa) Coin Club 

WHEREAS, The year of 1952 marks the 300th anniversary of the issuance 
of the first coins legally minted in this country, known as the Pine Tree Shil- 
ling; and 

WHEREAS, this coin was, in one sense, America’s first “Declaration of 
Independence” of the British Crown, which had refused the right of coinage 
to the Colonies; and 

WHEREAS, the Act of the Massachusetts General Assembly on May 27th, 
1652, legalizing its coinage, deserves to be regarded as historically important 
to our entire nation; and 

WHEREAS, a Bill was introduced in the Senate (S. 290) and in the House 
(H.R. 1286), in the First Session of the 82nd Congress and referred in each case 
to the Committee on Banking and Currency, providing for the coinage of silver 
25-cent pieces of appropriate design, commemorating the 300th anniversary of 
the issuance of our first coinage; 

NOW THEREFORE, be it resolved that the Cedar Rapids Coin Club, a 
corporate member of the American Numismatic Association, chartered by Con- 
gress in 1912, urge the Senators and Representatives in Congress from Iowa to 
make every effort to obtain the passage of these Bills, in order that coinage of 
the proposed commemorative Quarter Dollar may actually be made possible 
during the present year of 1952.

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Canadian 1953 Coins 

It is confidently expected that the 1953 Canadian coins will bear the 
likeness of Queen Elizabeth II. The selection of suitable designs and the 
preparation of dies is a long process but with the better part of a year avail- 
able there should be ample time to complete the work. Undoubtedly tradition 
will be followed and the head of the Queen will face in the opposite direction 
to that of her father. As far as can be learned, no decision has been made 
yet as to whether the reverse designs of the Canadian coinage will be changed 
also. The present reverse designs have been in use since 1937. 

Canadian Coin Prices 

The “prices realized” for Canadian numismatic material at recent auction 
sales, are making collectors sit up and take notice. The iDulk of the material 
has been offered through the sales of the Canada Coin Exchange (J. E. 
Charlton) Toronto, Ontario; however, an increasing number of American 
dealers are including Canadian material in their sales. A very successful 
international sale was held recently by Jack W. Ogilvie, Hollywood, Calif, and 
Leslie C. Hill, New Westminster, B.C. In these recent sales the French 
Colonial Jetons, the Bank Tokens, the Bout de ITsle Tokens, the Bouquet 
Sous, the Merchants Tokens, etc. etc. are once again bringing prices which 
remind old-timers of “Breton’s days.” But what is really attracting the atten- 
tion of both old and newcomers to Canadian numismatics, is the phenomenal 
increase in prices of the more modern Canadian coins, usually known as “the 
decimal series”. Five years ago few people realized that the Canadian, 1921, 
50c and 1889, 10c pieces were rare or even scarce; such was the lack of interest 
in collecting Canadian coins by dates. A year ago many people thought that 
the peak had been reached when, in the Canada Coin Exchange sale of March 
31 1951 an uncirculated 1921, 50c brought $200.00 and an uncirculated 1889, 
10c brought $67.00. However, in the March 29, 1952 sale by the same dealer, 
a 1921, 50c described as “Fine to V. Fine but has small fiat spot on edge”, 
brought $205.00. In 1947 this coin was catalogued at Fine - $2.00; Unc. - $3.00. 
This year two different catalogues list this coin at Fine — $75.00; Unc. — 
$200.00. What this coin will be worth five years hence is anybody’s guess. 

The Hudson’s Bay Company 

“Indian and Post Trader Tokens” by J. J. Curto, in the September, 1951 
issue of The Numismatist, was read with interest by all who are interested 
in Canadian numismatics. The sections of particular interest were those 
dealing with the Hudson’s Bay Company and the Northwest Company. In 
addition to the three sets of metal tokens listed for the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, at least two other sets are known to Canadian numismatists. 

The first of these is a set of aluminum tokens issued for use in the 
Labrador District, it is believed between 1900 and 1910. There are three 
denominations - 20, 10 and 5, but they bear no indication of the unit to which 
the denominations refer, but it is probable that it is the “Made Beaver”. A 
description of the “20” piece is as follows: Obv. — Large 20 in centre, HUD- 
SON’S BAY COMPANY around, LABRADOR DISTRICT below in two lines. 
Rev. -blank. Size -1^4 inch. The other two pieces are smaller in size but 
have the same design except for the denomination. 

The other set is a set of cast bronze tokens used in British Columbia. The 
denominations are One Dollar, Fifty Cents and Twenty-five Cents. This set 
is said to have been made for the posts at Hazelton and Fort Simpson, B.C. 
A description of the One Dollar piece is as follows: Obv. - H.B.Co./ONE/ 
DOLLAR/IN/TRADE, in five lines. The first and last lines are curved to 
conform with the shape of the piece, the three centre lines are straight. 
Rev. -Same as obverse. Size -1^/4 inch. These pieces are usually found 
with an “S” or “H” counterstamped on one side. These letters are supposed 
to have indicated at which post the pieces were to be used, either Fort Simpson 
or Hazelton. A piece listed in Lyman H. Low’s sale of March 29, 1904, lot 214, 
was stamped with an “N”, possibly for Fort Nelson. The writer has not seen 
the other two denominations. For an illustration of the One Dollar token see 
The Numismatist, July, 1914, page 356 and for further details see August, 1914, 
page 399 and September, 1914, page 447. 

Incidentally, the correct name of the Company is Hudson’s Bay Company. 
The name of the body of water has been shortened from Hudson’s Bay to 
Hudson Bay but the name of the Company is never written without the “ ’s”.

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THE HALL OF FAME 

NEW YORK, THE 1952 A.N.A. CONVENTION CITY 

The Hall of Fame for Great Americans located on the campus of 
New York University is an enduring shrine for those whose service and 
contributions to their nation have made their names symbolic of 
America. 

Some consider a niche in the Hall of Fame a greater honor than 
the presidency, for many of our chief executives have never been thus 
favored. 

The Hall of Fame is a shrine for recognition of those whose work 
and deeds have made them forever cherished by their countrymen. 

The national shrine was originated by Dr. Henry M. McCracken, 
one of the former Chancellors of New York University and was made 
possible by the generosity of Mrs. Finley J. Shepard (Helen Gould). 
It is one of the last examples of the architecture of Stanford White of 
McKim, Mead and White. 

The open air colonnade, ten feet, three inches wide and 630 feet 
long, and the massive substructure which constitute the Hall of Fame 
and the Museum of the Hall of Fame, form an important and distinctive 
feature of the western group of University buildings on the Bronx 
campus (181st Street & University Avenue). 

While the University holds the title to the Hall of Fame, it regards 
itself as a trustee under sacred obligations to administer the gift in 
such a manner as to conserve the patriotic and educational aims of the 
donor. The gift was to the American people, and the University in 
administering it keeps constantly in mind the fact that the Hall of 
Fame is a national institution. 

Eligible for the Hall of Fame are persons dead 25 years or more 
whose life and work were closely identified with the United States. 
Native born and naturalized Americans are equally eligible. 

Candidates are nominated every five years by the general public 
and, after the eligibility of the nominees is determined by the New York 
University Senate, the list of candidates is submitted to the College of 
Electors who may elect no more than seven candidates each of whom 
must receive a majority of the votes of the electors. 

Who are the members of the College of Electors? They are men 
and women who are likely candidates for enshrinement themselves at 
some future date. They represent every state in the union, and every 
cultural, intellectual, scientific and occupational activity held in esteem 
by the American people. 

The list of electors includes such great Americans as former 
President Herbert Hoover, General Dwight D. Eisenhower, Chairman 
of the United Nations Trusteeship Council Ralph J. Bunche, Chief Justice 
of the United States Fred M. Vinson, and scores of educators, scientists, 
authors, jurists, editors, and philosophers. 

Who is enshrined in the Hall of Fame? 

Since the first election held in 1900, only 77 men and women have 
been elected to the Hall of Fame. These men and women represent the 
77 greatest Americans that have ever lived.

The month of Regional Conventions 
has slipped by and the Library has 
felt the consequences!

Perhaps the 
two hundred loans last month meant 
that collectors were getting exhibits 
ready. Perhaps also, the slump in May 
is accounted for by Spring Fever, 
gardening, fishing, and week-end trips. 
But to salve my vanity I prefer to 
blame it on the Regional Conventions! 

More than eight hundred books 
were loaned from your A.N.A. Library 
in the first six months since the Li- 
brary was moved to Seattle. We are 
willing to predict that the exhibits all 
over the country in May, bore evi- 
dence to this. From East, South, and 
Middlewest letters have come in say- 
ing that the exhibits at Conventions 
have been superior to former exhibits. 
Collectors are taking time to read and 
attribute and display their coins with 
greater neatness and accuracy, and 
more detailed descriptions. If you plan 
to display some coins at the A.N.A. 
Convention in New York in August, 
and if you need some books to help 
you describe and attribute them, you 
had better get your order in right 
NOW. Two dozen coins well-displayed 
will merit more praise than three 
cases full and nothing interesting said 
about them! 

It is probably well for you to know, 
now, that no books will go out of the 
Library from the 10th to the 25th of 
August, — the Librarian will be in 
New York for the Convention and a 
so-called vacation. Well, a change, 
any way you look at it. It will be great 
to meet so many of you with whom 
we have had small chit-chat via the 
mails. 

There have been few new acquisi- 
tions and no donations this last month. 
But we had an interesting correspond- 
ence from a gentleman in California 
who is not a member of the A.N.A. — 
yet. He wrote to ask if we knew any 
particulars about a One Balboa Note 
issued by the Republic of Panama in 
1941. We took his letter to the Seattle 
Coin Club and to the Pacific North- 
west Numismatic Association, and no 
one from Washington or Oregon knew 
anything about it. We replied to this 
effect and received a return letter 
with a UN BALBOA note enclosed 


(for perusal only). It seems that some 
of these Latin American governments 
occasionally go overboard and some 
fly-by-night politician takes over for 
a day or two, until a couple of strong- 
arm men can unseat him. And in this 
case, call in the notes he had issued. 
It seems that these notes were in cir- 
culation only a day or two before re- 
called. Now if anyone can help us 
get the story straight on this UN 
BALBOA issue of 1941, will you please 
let us hear the story? 

I find it interesting to read the 
minutes of the meetings of all of the 
Coin Clubs over the nation. I check 
back over the loan record and find 
that many displays and talks are made 
after certain members have borrowed 
books to obtain material for their 
talks. There are hundreds, yes, lit- 
erally hundreds of you who collect 
coins, who, with a little extra reading, 
could make your displays something 
to remember, if you would add a few 
words about the historical background 
of a coin or two. 

There are a few books I would like 
to note here. Some time ago we re- 
ceived an interesting seven page 
pamphlet from J. Douglas Ferguson, 
of Quebec, Canada. It is McCREADY*^ 
PAPER MONEY RECORD, issued in 
June, 1949, and deals primarily with 
Canadian paper money. There is an 
especially interesting article about 
Macdonald's Bank in Victoria on Van- 
couver Island. (M-112) Also on Ca- 
nadian money, Mrs. Alfred Z. Reed 
has donated the Supplement to LE- 
ROUX-MEDAILLIER DU CANADA. 
70 pages, published 1890 (L-9S). Mrs. 
Reed also donated a copy of the NU- 
MISMATIC ATLAS FOR CANADA 
by LEROUX, 1883 (L-32). 

We have also added two Mono- 
graphs of the American Numismatic 
Society, which are not new, but very 
important works. One is THE OAK 
TREE COINAGE OF MASSACHU- 
SETTS by SYDNEY P. NOE, -23 
pages plus ten plates. Every student 
of American Colonials should read 
this monograph (N-46). The other 
A.N.S. work is GOLD COINS OF 
KHOKAND AND BUKHARA by 
CHARLES C. TORREY. (T-20).

The Hall of Fame is directed by Dr. Ralph W. Sockman and the 
curator is Mrs. Norbert Lyons.

ings. But the pennies are the most 
perplexing. It would appear that 
there are well over 2,000,000,000 pen- 
nies at present in circulation — over 
40 for every man, woman and child in 
the population. Where are they? 
What are they doing? Who possesses 
40 bronze pennies, or wants to ? —
